Youth LCD Sport Watch 


OWNER’S MANUAL — Please read before using this equipment. 


A QUICK LOOK AT YOUR WATCH 

LIGHT- press to turn START/STOP - 



an alarm, or run selection, reset 

the watch. the timer, or split 


the timer. 

Caution: The watch is water resistant to a depth of about 164 feet 
(50 meters), but it is not water proof. 

SETTING THE TIME/DATE 

Note: If you do not press a button for 30 seconds, the watch exits 
setup and stores the new settings. 

1. Repeatediy press MODE untii TirOE and then the current time 
appears. 

2. Hoid down SPLIT/RESET untii SET appears. The second digits 
fiash. 

3. Press START/STOP to reset the second digits to 00. 

4. Press MODE. The minute digits fiash. 

5. Repeatediy press or hoid down START/STOP to seiect the 
desired minutes. 

6. Press MODE. The hour digits flash. 

7. Repeatedly press or hold down START/STOP to select the 
desired hour. 

Note: If the watch is set to the 12-hour time display format, 
select an AM or PM hour, csa appears at the top left of the dis- 
play when a PM hour is selected. 

8. Repeat Steps 6-7 to set the desired date, month, day of the 
week, 12- or 24-hour format, and date display format. 

Notes: 

• When setting the date, you can select the date to appear in 
either the M-D (month-date) or D-M (date-month) format. 

• There are always 29 days displayed for the month of Febru- 
ary. If there are only 28 days in February for the current year, 
you must manually change the date from 2 23 (February 29) 
to 3 1 (March 1). 

• If you need to set a date later than the last day of the dis- 
played month (for example, if you want to set the date to 
August 31 and the month is set to 6 for June), you must set 
the current month first, then the day. 


9. Press SPLIT/RESET at any time to confirm the settings and 
return to the time display. 

The watch automatically displays the time. When you are using the 
daily alarm, the time reappears if no button is pressed for about 2 
minutes. 

To view the calendar, with the time displayed, press START/STOP. 
DATE, then the month and date appear for about 5 seconds. Then the 
time reappears. 

SETTING THE DAILY ALARM TIME 

1 . Repeatedly press MODE until RLfTI, then the last set alarm time 
appears. 

2. Field down SPLIT/RESET until SET appears. The minute digits 
flash. 

3. Repeatedly press or hold down START/STOP to set the desired 
minute, then press MODE. The hour digits flash. 

4. Repeatedly press or hold down START/STOP to set the desired 
hour. 

Note: Be sure to select an AM or PM hour in the display format, 
taaj appears at the top left of the display when PM is selected. 

5. Press SPLIT/RESET to store the setting. 

6. To return to the time display, repeatedly press MODE or wait 
about 2 minutes. 

To check the set alarm time, repeatedly press MODE until RLfTI then 
set alarm time appears. 

TURNING THE DAILY ALARM/HOURLY 
CHIME ON/OFF 

1 . Press MODE until RLfTI, then the set alarm time appears. 

2. Repeatedly press START/STOP to turn the alarms on or off. 

• appears when the alarm is turned on. 

• ^ appears when the hourly chime is turned on. 

At the set alarm time, the stopwatch beeps for 20 seconds. Press 
any button except LIGHT to silence the alarm sooner. 

When the hourly chime is turned on, the watch sounds two beeps at 
the beginning of each hour. 

USING THE STOPWATCH 

1 . From the time display, press MODE twice to view the stopwatch 
display. STU/ then the last reading of the stopwatch appear. 

2. Press SPLIT/RESET to reset the counter to 00:00. The watch 
beeps. 

If you do not reset the counter, the stopwatch will start timing 
from the last reading. 
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3. Press START/STOP to start timing. The watch beeps and STtW 
appears at the top ieft of the dispiay (even if the time or aiarm 
time is dispiayed). 

When the stopwatch reach 59 minutes, 59.99 seconds, it 
restarts from zero. 

4. To stop the timing any time, press START/STOP. STtW disap- 
pears. 

Lap Timer 

The watch is equipped with a spiit functicn for you to keep track of 
individuai accumuiated time. 

1 . Whiie the stopwatch is running, press SPLIT/RESET to check the 
accumuiated time at that instant. The watch beeps and SPLIT 
appears beiow STtW, at the top ieft cf the dispiay. The timer con- 
tinues running. 

2. Press SPLIT/RESET again te return to activeiy running view. The 
watch beeps and SPLIT disappears. 

Note: If you press START/STOP whiie SPLIT appears, the timer stops 
and the totai accumuiated time appears. 

CARE 

Keep the watch dry; if it gets wet, wipe it dry immediateiy. Use and 
store the watch oniy in normai temperature environments. Handie 
the watch carefuliy; do not drop it. Keep the watch away from dust 
and dirt, and wipe it with a damp cioth cccasionaily tc keep it iooking 
new. 

Modifying or tampering with the watch’s internai components can 
cause a maifuncticn and might invaiidate its warranty. If your watch 
is not performing as it shouid, take it to your iocai RadioShack store 
for assistance. 


Replacing the Battery 

The watch requires cne CR1616 3-voit iithium button-ceii battery 
(suppiied). for power. When the dispiay dims or the watch stops op- 
erating preperiy, repiace the battery. For the best performance and 
iongest life, we recommend a RadioShack battery. 

Caution: Use oniy a fresh battery of the required size and recem- 
mended type. 

1 . With a Phiiips screwdriver, remove the screws on the back of 
the watch, then iift off back. 

2. Use a pin to carefuiiy uniatch one of the battery ciips and 
remove the battery cover. 

3. Remove the oid battery. Hoid down LIGHT for about 5 seconds. 
Then piace the fresh battery in the compartment with the posi- 
tive (-I-) poiarity symboi up. 

4. Repiace the battery cever, then repiace the back cover with the 
arrow pointing toward LIGHT and secure it with the screws. 

Note: Be sure the arrow on the back of the case points toward 
LIGHT. Otherwise the aiarm wili not sound. 

Warnings: 

• Keep butten-celi batteries away from chiidren. Swaiiowing a 
button-caii battery can be fatai. 

• Dispose of oid batteries promptiy and properiy. Do not burn or 
bury them. 

Caution: If you do not plan to use the watch for a month or more, re- 
move the battery. Batteries can leak chemicals that can destroy 
electronic parts.

New or reconditioned parts and products may be used in the performance of 
warranty service. Repaired or replaced parts and products are warranted for the remainder of the 
original warranty period. You will be charged for repair or replacement of the product made after the 
expiration of the warranty period.
